NOTICE OF AMENDMENT 

TO THE 
COUNCILS CONSTITUTION 

Suggests Allowing Editor of 
Daily to Attend Meetings 
and Report Same Al- 
though Not a Member 
of Council 

Notice of an amendment to tho 
constitution of tho Student's Society 
was bunded In on Tuesday to the se- 
cretary. The amendment is to the 
effect that the Bditor-in-Chief of the 
Daily is to be allowed to attend and 
report at his discretion all meetings 
of the Council in future. 

The proposers of the amendment 
maintain that if this Hs made con- 
stitutional, both the Students and 
the Council will benefit thereby, as 
it will bring the latter body into 
closer touch with undergraduate sen- 
timent. 

They consider that there should be 
some reporter present at Council 
meetings and that the man best fitt- 
ed for the work is the editor of the 
paper. Members of the Council have 
expressed themselves in opposition to 
this amendment on the grounds that 
It is Inadvisable that tho undergrad- 
uates should know what is going on 
at tho meetings, as it migtit occa- I 



sion trouble. In addition to this 
the opponents of the amendment 
maintain that the Council arc in the 
position of a board of directors with 
students as shareholders, and that 
shareholders do not know what goes 
on at directors' meetings. 

The proposers, however, maintain 
that it is advisable that the editor 
l)C permitted to publish what be sees 
lit and that the students have every I 
right to this news. They speak of 
the Alma Mater Society at Queen's j 
University, a body whose meetings 
are open to every student at Queens 
and which fulfills the snme functions 
there as the Student's Council at 
McGill. The plan is found perfectly 
satisfactory by tho undergraduates of 
the Kingston University.

At these 
words, Sir Henry half raised his head 
and muttered to himself, 'the fellow's 
riKht, the fellow's right V I wo* 
terribly startled and npset, but fin- 
ished the scene somehow or ot'aer iu 
a series of cold chills. F-ar several 
performances when it came to this 
point in the dialogue. Sir Henry 
would mutter thus to himself. One

HELP FROM GOVERNMENT 

Circulars iisking Graduates to 
Arouse Public Interest 



Queens University Jyis sent out cir- 
culars to all its graduates in Ottawa 
to interest them in the su. .t of 
the College. The number of gradu- 
ates of the Kingston University, in 
the capital is large and these are re 
ttiucstcd to spread abroad all the facts 
of importance bearing upon the Uni- 
versity and to interest I hrir friends 
in the College. The authorities at 
Queens believe that tho more people 
aro familiar with the great bcncfltH 
and work of t'.ic College, the more 
they will be ready to sanction any 
help which the Government muy ron- 
der to the institution. 

The circular, after Btating that a 
deputation which went to Toronto to 
wait upon the Provincial Cabinet, 
was treated in u most courteous 
manner, states among other things: 
"It is desirable that the members of 
the Legislature of Ontario should be 
familiar with the claims of tho Uni- 
versity for Provincial assistance." 

Many reasons are stated why this 
help should be grantod, among 
which are t'ae facts that the assist- 
ance formerly given by tho Govern- 
ment has been withdrawn, that the 
connection of the Government, nid for 
educational purposes In not a fair 
policy, nnd finally that Queens is in 
real need of Government assistance.
